7o  The  Citizen: 

The  thought  occurred  to  me  that  at 
least  a  few  of  your  readers  would  be  in¬ 
terested  to  hear  something  in  reference 
to  this  far  off  Western  city. 

Brinering  the  reader  from  Chicago,  by 
way  of  any  of  the  numerous  routes,  he 
continually  meets  with  inspiring  sights 
and  scenes  of  grandeur,  rapidly  growing 
towns  and  active  cities,  entering  St.  Paul 
through  a  perfect  network  of  tracks,  in¬ 
to  the  magnificent  Union  Depot.  St. 
Paul,  the  (...pital  city  of  Minnesota,  is 
the  great  financial  and  commercial 
stronghold  of  the  North  West.  The  v 
cation  is  one  of  grandeur  and  unsurpass 
ing  beauty,  being  perched  upon  a  high 
bluff  on  both  sides  of  the  Missisaipj 
River,  St.  Paul  proper  being  on  the  east 
bank,  with  West  St.  Paul  upon  the  op- 
-  posit©  side,  connected  already  with  one 
large  bridge,  and  another  nearly  com¬ 
pleted. 

This  is  also  at  the  head  of  navigable 
water,  and  in  direct  and  frequent  com 
munication  with  all  Mississippi  River 
points  as  far  south  as  New  Orleans,  by 
several  lines  of  steamers. 

Directly  back  of  the  city  is  a  semi-cir¬ 
cular  plateau,  elevated  nearly  fifty  feet, 
but  of  gradual,  easy  ascent,  affording  a 
magnificent  view,  taking  in  as  it  does  the 
winding  river  and  surrounding  high 
bluffs,  with  the  entire  city  below.  The  Sig¬ 
nal  Service  lookout  is  also  located  here. 
This  elevated  plateau  is  called  St.  An¬ 
thony’s  HilL  with  its  wide,  well  shaded 
avenues,  anil  extraoradinary  display  of 
architecturaband  landscape  beauty. 

Its  streets  are  nearly  all  laid  in  cellar 
blocks  of  wood,  level  as  flooring,  and  al¬ 
ways  kept  nearly  as  clean,  making  excel¬ 
lent  drives,  which  are  fully  appreciated, 
judging  from  the  daily  pleasure-driving 
one  sees.  The  business  portion  is  built 
up  of  fine  large  buildings  of  stone,  gran¬ 
ite  and  brick,  giving  the  visitor  his  first 
and  rightful  impressions  of  a  very  sub¬ 
stantial  city,  and  really  representing  one 
much  older. 

Residences  are  exceptionally  fine,  es¬ 
pecially  that  new  portion,  called  St.  An 
thony’s  Hill,  where  I  am  credibly  inform¬ 
ed  about  six  millions  have  been  devoted 
to  building  during  the  past  five  years, 
and  the  good  work  goes  rapidly  on  in 
true  Western  style. 

Notable  among  public  buildings  is  the 
State  House,  beautifully  situated  in  the 
centre  of  the  city,  occupying  a  full  block. 
It  is  a  very  imposing  structure,  built  of 
brick  and  granite,  with  a  tower  of  over 
200  feet,  from  which  an  extraordinary 
view  for  miles  can  be  had.  Hotel  Ryan, 
lately  finished,  is  one  of  the  finest  build¬ 
ings  in  the  North  West,  costing  upwards 
of  a  million,  having  complete  accomoda¬ 
tions  for  1,000  guests,  and  thoroughly 
first  class  in  all  its  appointments.  Many 
others,  space  permitting,  could  be  describ¬ 
ed,  among  which  is  the  new  and  banc} 
some  structure,  the  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce,  National  German  American  Bank, 
Merchants  National  Bank,  and  the  New 
Court  House,  under  construction. 

The  U.  S.  census  of  1880  gives  a  pop¬ 
ulation  of  less  than  42,000,  and  one  just 


taken  places  it  at  111,000.  Think,  for  a 
moment — all  this  increase  in  just  five 
years !  What  marvelous  strides  and  still  it 
marches  onward,  dearly  showing  the 
Western  energy,  determination  and  reso¬ 
lution  to  push  on  and  upward  to  the 
hills  previously  spoken  of. 

The  railroad  managers  being  usually 
farsighted  men,  long  since  saw  the  prob¬ 
able  future  of  this  city  as  a  commercial 
centre  for  this  entire  North  West  coun 
trv,  and  acting  accordingly  have  located 
headquarters  here.  Most  of  them  also 
have  their  car  and  repair-shops  upon  the 
near  outskirts,  where  residences  are  be 
ing  rapidly  put  up,  demonstrating  their 
faith  in  the  permanency  and  rapid  devel 
opulent  yet  to  come  in  this  city.  The 
entire  railroad  system  radiates  from  this 
point,  there  being  already  ten  separate 
roads  and  others  building,  and  still 
many  others  in  contemplation.  Upon 
consulting  the  oflici&ls,  I  find  there  are  at 
least  200  trains  daily  arriving  and  depart¬ 
ing  from  the  Union  Depot,  clearly  show 
ing  the  enormity  of  travel  and  rapid  pro¬ 
gress  made.  Of  churches  there  are 
nearly  100 — representing  every  known 
denomination,  affording  none  an  excuse 
for  non  attendance,  and  from  the  orderly 
character  of  the  people  surely  indicating 
their  beneficial  influence. 

St.  Paul  has  a  paid  fire  department, 
splendidly  equipped,  with  all  the  latest  im¬ 
proved  steam  engines  and  trucks,  under 
the  management  of  one  of  Chicago’s  ex¬ 
perienced  chiefs.  Everyone  speaks 
complimentary  terms  of  its  efficiency. 

The  newspajiers  are  “The  Daily  Globe,” 
“Dtfily  Pioneer  IVess”  and  “Evening 
Dispatch.”  Each  is  an  important  factor 
in  the  rapid  growth  and  development  of 
this  and  surrounding  country',  zealously 
guarding  its  business  interests,  resources, 
and  never  overlooking  anything  apper 
taining  to  its  gt'peral  good.  Though 
differing  politically  ,\  they  join  issue  on 
the  steady  progress  6f  their  beautiful 
city'. 

Minnesota  abounds  in  beautiful  lakes, 
notable  among  which  is  Lake  Minnetonka, 
being  25  miles  distant,  with  fin^  large 
hotels,  whose  registers  bear  the  hpmes 
of  guests  from  all  parts.  There  are  sev 
eral  steamers,  and,  an  innumerable  num¬ 
ber  of  smaller  crafts  supplying  the  wants 
of  daily  excursionists,  while  Bear  Lake, 
another  splendid  sheet  of  water,  ten  miles 
north  of  St  Paul,  on  the  St.  Paul  and 
Dulnth  R.  R.  is  a  favored  resort,  bein; 
so  accessible.  There  is  in  the  centre  of 
the  lake  an  island  of  about  fifty  acres, 
beautifully  shaded  and  covered  with  hand¬ 
some  residences  built  within  three  years. 
The  place  has  been  transformed  as  if  by 
magic,  from  a  perfect  wildcrneeo.  The 
entire  shore  of  over  50  miles  has  high 
banks,  making  excellent  building  sites- 
There  are  several  hotels  and  many  cot 
tages  along  its  banks,  each  with  its  bath 
and  lxmt  houses,  and  last  but  not  least, 
its  fishing,  where  jickerel  are  daily’ 
caught  weighing  two  to  five  pounds  and 
occasionally'  over  twenty  pounds.  As  this 
may  aeeha  somewhat  like  a  “fish  story',” 

I  will  vouch  for  only  that  mine  eyes  have 
seen,  and  that  is  an  eighteen  pound  fel¬ 
low.  Here  is  where  1  have  spent  one  of 
the  most  delightful  summers  of  my  life.

Durability  of  Wood. 

In  gome  tests  made  with  small  squares 
of  various  woods  buried  one  inch  in  the 
ground,  the  following  results,  says  The 
Garden,  were  noted:  Birch  and  aspen 
decayed  in  three  years :  willow  and  horse- 
chestnut,  in  four  years;  maple  and  red 
beach,  in  five  years ;  elm,  ash,  hornbeam 
and  Lombardy  poplar  in  seven  years ;  oak, 
Scotch  fir,  Weymouth  pine  and  silver  fir 
decayed  to  a  depth  of  half  an  inch  in  sev¬ 
en  years ;  larch,  juniper  and  arbor  vita 
were  uninjured  at  the  expiration  of  the 
seven  years.
